If the records are maintained in some combination of electronic and paper 
form, then please contact me and explain which records are kept in which medium so that I can decide which 
is the most expeditious manner of accessing the records. 
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The Miami Herald will pay for the "actual cost of duplication" of the public records as defined by Florida 
Statutes, section 119.011(1). Please advise me of these costs before taking any billable steps. 

In light of the nature and importance of the records, I request that the records be made available within no 
more than seven (7) days.

This is David Ovalle, from the Miami Herald. I am writing a follow-up on the case of Candi Johnson, the woman who Is in 
jail accused of shooting and wounding foster mother, Wendy Edmond. I was hoping DCF could help me answer some 
questions pertaining to her case: 


-1 am looking for a timeline or documents that chronicle Ms. Johnson's history with DCF. How many complaints have 
been filed against her over the years, how many times she had her children taken away, etc. 


- Any documents that detail why DCF removed the children from Ms. Johnson earlier this year. 
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-1 need to know why Johnson was not prosecuted in Miami-Dade for pulling the gun on a DCF worker on March 9, 
2018, and abducting the children. Did DCF seek prosecution for this incident? Can DCF tell us who was handling that 
incident from the Miami-Dade State Attorney's Office, or Miami-Dade Police? 


- Ms. Johnson was arrested on March 24 in Martin County and the children were recovered. Were the kids ever 
returned to her custody between that date and the date her parental rights were terminated in July 2018? 


- Ms. Johnson's own relatives tell us they filed many complaints against her in the past several years, alleging Ms 
Johnson had illegally taken power of attorney over her elderly dementia-stricken brother, Conley Johnson Jr., and was 
not properly taking care of him. Does DCF have any record of suck complaints, and if so, was any investigation done on 
the allegations?
